Kf.« IXXTLT at Pueblo, Colorado,— a 
city that is composed of representa- 
tives from every part of the Republic 
and is one of 
the finest mil- 
Wkmttd—4 Penalty nicipal pro- 
Jleet for the Crim . ducts of mod- 
ern civiliza- 
tion,— a Negro 
soldier. fre>h from campaigning in the 
Philippines, entered a charitable home 
for children and. uruler horribly revolt- 
ing circumstances, criminally as- 
saulted and then killed two little girls, 
aged respectively 11 and 13 years. 
"It was the most outrageous crime," 
says a local paper, "'in the history of 
Pueblo." The infernal scoundrel was 
seized by a "mob" of respectable citi- 
zens; a rope was tied about his neck; 
he was dragged along a railway track 
lor several squares; and his devil's 
skull was thumped upon the iion rails 
until life was extinct, He was then 
hanged. The undertakers tlatly re- 
fused to handle the remains. The 
filthy carcass was thing into a scaven- 
ger's cart and buried, uncotfined, in 
the potter's field. The next day an 
eye witness wrote to the leading paper 
bitterly expressing his regret at the 

bm&tquae} of t>*c punUhment. "He 

should have been grilled," he says, 
"over a slow fire, and a dozen such 
deaths would not have sufficed to atone 
for a crime so foul and unnatural." 
The correspondent had expected to be 
"revolted," as the reporters and the 
pulpit-whiners express it, by the "hor- 
rible scenes" of a lynching, and re- 
turn to his home an utterly debased 
and degraded man, feeling that "the 
brand of Cain" was upon his brow. 
The only sentiment he experienced 
was a feeling of intense disgust that 
the lustful devil was not roasted "over 
a slow fire." 

It is well for The Courier-Journal, 
and Preacher Craik, and other in- 
cendiary moralists to remember that 
these scenes were not witnessed in 
Maysville, and that these sentiments 
were not expressed by a citizen of Ma- 
son county, Kesti cky. 

Nor did this indignant correspond- 
ent stand alone. "All who spoke of 
the affair," says the same paper edito- 
rially, "did so ealmly.each voicing the 
same sentiment, that KrifBLtBN (ttw 
criminal) had been fortunate to be 
dealt with in the manner that he had 
been. Some were not backward in ex- 
pressing disappointment that the most 
extreme measure* ucre not taktn." 

Nor does Colorado stand alone in 
doing violence to the feelings of the 
reporters, the heavy Editors, and the 
finely-attuned pulpiteers. Wherever 
this appalling crime is committed— 
whether in witch-burning New Eng- 
land, or in the wild and woolly New 
West,— the starched citizen's native 
in-tin< ts of justice and his strong com- 
mon senso demand the infliction of a 
punishment that will strike profound 
terror to the criminal heart;— that will 
at once appall and deter. 

The Editor of the Pueblo paper is 
evidently a man of sense. The fol- 
lowing reflections are timely and to 
the point. He says: 

"Pueblo has gone through trying 
times the last few days. At long range 
we shall be condemned in quite as full 
measure as the sentiment of Pueblo 
baa gone out agaitut (tote eitiet in 
other parlt oi the country where crirr »■ 



nals have falleu victim to the outraged 

sentiment of the people. From the 
feelings that have been manifested 
here there should be engendered a 
more charitable attitude toward others 
who have been carried off their feet by 
the commission of some outrageous 
crime. We should henceforth have 
this sentiment, not of condonation, 
but of a more complete realization of 
the wrath under which other people 
have acted. Never before was this city 
so aroused as it was a day or two ago."
